day, the 7 th, full details of which 
will be found in another column. It was very 
unfortunate that, owing to other meetings being 
held the. same evening, the attendance was not 
as large as it should be. However, we can 
never hope for an ideal attendance until that 
happy day, w’hich we hope is not far off, when 
McGill will become a residential College, and 
men will learn that the Calendar, in all its com- 
prehensiveness, does not embrace more than the 
half of a University course. In this respect 
McGill does not stand alone as sufferer, Penn- 
sylvania is to-day bemoaning the ill results of 
being what the University paper calls “little 
more than a day school.” The men that miss a 
lively meeting like that of the Football Club 
are to be more pitied than censured, althoug 



there is much rTeed of the latter. When it 
comes to a question of mismanagement their 
voice is soon raised in condemnation of our ath- 
letics, but we never hear it, whether in blame or 
in praise, when it should be heard — at the 
general meetings. 

To come back to the Football Club, one and 
all of us must confess to a feeling of great satis- 
faction at the reports submitted to Friday's 
meeting than we have experienced on any 
similar occasion during the past four years. 
Looked at alike from the standpoint of sport 
and finance, the season has been remarkably 
successful. We did not wm the trophy, but 
that does not cause us much uneasiness, as we 
feel that our team is the best in the league, and 
with anything like ordinary luck would have 
won out. The spirit which McGill men have 
shown under defeat is one of the most pleasing 
features of the season, and the men who carried 
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McGill’s colours with so much credit on the 
football field may rest assured that their efforts 
were appreciated, and that the University 
believed in them — as it still does. 

Mr. Campbell Howard vacates his chair as 
President of the Football Club, after holding this 
office for the past two years. His good work 
IS too well known to require mention, and to 
quote Mr, Mason’s words on Friday night : “ I 
know of no man in McGill with more influence 
over his fellow-students than Mr. Howard.” 
Mr. E. G. Mason succeeds Air. Howard as 
President of the Club. Mr. Mason is admitted 
to have proved the best manager that the Club 
ever had, and as he cannot accept this position 
for next year the Club is fortunate in having 
him as President to supervise its affairs. Mr* 
Kenny is Vice-President. It is a matter of 



regret to all that he was compelled to decline 
re-election as Captain of the first XV.; he will, 
however, continue to play at quarter, where he 
has few equals. Mr. Patch’s election to the 
office of Secretary for the third time speaks 
well for his ability. 

^ It is to be sincerely hoped that the Univer- 
sity authorities will see their way clear to 
granting the petition of the Club in regard to 
practice hours. The petition asks that Tuesday 
and Thursday afternoons from 4 to 6 be left 
free from lectures in all the Faculties until the 
1st of December, The request is a reasonable 
one, and as such deserves favourable consider- 
ation from the authorities. If it is granted it 
will mean much for football, and, taking into 
consideration the fact that practically all this 
year’s men will be with us next year, with many 
other favourable omens, our prospects are ex 
ceedingly bright. 



The cold weather has now set in, 
Skating. and hockey takes the place of 
football. McGill as usual will 
have two rinks on the Campus, one for hockey 
the other for skating ; if the cold weather stays 
with us, both of them will be open by Christ- 
mas. The subscription fee of one dollar is 
small tmough to allow of everyone joining: 
considering the fact that the skating rink is 
open to all from nine in the morning until ten 
at night, and the hockey rink likewise, except 
during regular practice hours, the privileges of 
membership are decidedly exceptional. McGill 
las two teams entered in the Quebec Hockey 
Union, in the Intermediate and Junior Series 
lespectively. On the form shown by our team 
Ust season we ought to win the Interme liate 
Championship. We must remember that the 
Championship must be won before McGill can 
push her claim for membership in the Senior 
Series, where she rightfully belongs. We have 
the best hockey material in Canada at AIcGill, 
but, unfortunately, through not being in the 
Senior Series, our best men are playing for city 
teams. We hope that the attendance at the 
games will be good, so that our teams will feel 
that they have the hearty support of the student 
body. It IS a well-known fact that intermediate 
hockey is often more exciting and interesting 
than Senior, and no one who attends will be 
disappointed. 

There ought to be some effort made to 
arrange games with Queen’s and ’Varsity, and 
so to lay the foundation of an Inter-Collegiate 
Hockey Union. Queen’s holds the Cotlege 
Cup, and, although McGill has tried for it a 
number of times, she has so far been unsuccess 
fill.

THE FOLK-LORE OF SHAKESPEARE’S 
GARDEN. 

That Shakespeare possessed an extensive knowl- 
edge of the history and superstitions associated with 
flowers IS evident from even a slight perusal of his 
plays, apart from the extensive use he has made of 
these lovely objects of nature for the purpose of em- 
bellishing, or adding pathos to, passages here and 
there; he has also, with a master hand, interwoven 
many a legend or superstition, thereby infusing an ad- 
ditional force into his writings. Thus, we know with 
what effect he has made use of the willow in Othello'' 
— in that torching passage where Desdemona, anti- 
cipating her death, relates how her mother had a 
maid called “ Barbara ” : — 

“She was in love, and he she loved proved mad, 

And did forsake her ; she had a song of willow, 

An odd thing ’twas, but it expressed her fortune, 
And she died singing it; that song, to-night, 

W'ill not go from my mind.” 

In a similar manner Shakespeare has frequently in- 
troduced flowers with a wonderful aptness, as in the 
case of poor Ophelia ; — as might be expected the rose 
is the flower most frequently mentioned, — a symbol, 
in many cases, of all that is fair and lovely. Thus, 
for instance, Hamlet says : 

“ Such an act .... takes off the rose 
From the fair forehead of an innocent love, 

And sets a blister there.” 



And Ophelia describes Hamlet as 

The expectancy and rose of the fair state.” 

In days gone by the rose entered largely into the 
customs and superstitions of most nations, and even 
now-a-days there is an extensive folk lore associated 
with it. . . 

The Greek poets say that the rose was originally 
white, but that it was changed to red, — according 10 
some, from the blood of Venus, who lacerated her foot 
with its thorns when rushing to the aid of Adonis;-— 
and, according to others, from .the blood of Adonis 
himself. The fragrance of the rose is said by the poets 
to be derived from a cup of nectar thrown over it by 
Cupid, and its thorns to be the stings of the bees 
with which his bow is strung. 

Another tale relating to the birth of the rose is, 
that Flora, having found the dead body of one of her 
favorite nymphs, whose beauty could only beequalle 
by her virtue, implored the assistance of all the go s 
and goddesses to aid her in changing it into a flower, 
which all others should acknowledge to be their 
queen. Apollo lent the vivifying power of his beains, 
Bacchus bathed it with nectar, Vertumnus gave its 
perfume, Pomona its fruit, and Flora herself its corona 

of flowers. • , 1 

Anacreon makes its birth coeval wiih those 01 

Venus and Minerva : — 



“ Then, then, in strange eventful hour, 

The earth produced an infant flower, 

Which sprang with blushing tinctures drest, 

And wanton’d o’er its parent breast; 

The gods beheld this brilliant birth, 

And hailed the rose — the boon of earth.” 

A beetle is often represented on antique gems as 
expiring surrounded by roses, and this is supposed to 
be an emblem of a man enervated by luxury — the 
beetle being said to have such an antipathy to roses 
that the smell of them will cause its death. In this 
connection will be remembered Sybarite,” which 
arose from the youths of that town being so emas- 
culated by luxury that a crumpled rose-leaf dis- 
turbed their slumbers, and hence the term is typical 
of the race, which certainly flourish in our day in un- 
diminished numbers. 

Herodotus speaks of the double rose, and Solomon 
of the rose of Sharon, and of the plantatfon of roses 
at Jericho. Theophrastus tells us that the hundred- 
leaved rose grew in his time on Mount Pangseus, and 
it appears that the Isle of Rhodes, or “ Roses,” re- 
ceived its name from the culture of the plant carried 
on there. Pliny mentions several sorts of roses 
which were known to the Romans, and which the 
modern authors consider as the same as the Damas- 
cus, French and Cabbage roses. 

The ancients do not appear to have known either 
of the yellow or the white rose, unless we except 
those which Pliny calls the roses of Alabanda, in 
Caria, which had whitish petals. Among the Romans 
the rose was an especial favourite. They garnished 
their dishes with it, and floated its petals on their 
Falernian wine ; wove garlands with it at their feasts ; 
strewed their banqueting apartments with its leaves, 
and the ladies used rose water for their baths, and as 
a perfume. During the reign ofDomitian the Egyp- 
tians thought of offering to the Emperor’s court, as a 
magnificent present, roses in winter, but, at this pro- 
posal, the Romans smiled, for, thanks to the forcing 
process employed by them, roses were abundant in 
the imperial city at that season. In every street, 
says Martial, the odour of spring is breathed, and 
garlands of flowers, freshly gathered, are displayed. 
“Send us corn, Egyptians, and we will send you 
roses,” was the response. Roses were employed 
both by the Greeks and the Romans to decorate 
tombs, and instances are given of rose gardens being 
bequeathed by their proprietors for the purpose of 
furnishing flowers to cover their graves. 

In Shakespeare’s time one of the fashions of the 
day was the wearing of enormous roses on the shoes, 
of which full-length portraits afford striking examples. 
Hamlet speaks of 

“ Two provincial roses on my razed shoes,*’ 
meaning, no doubt, rosettes of ribbon in the shape 
of roses of Provence. 

In “ Friar Bacon’s Prophesy” (1604), we find the 
following allusion to this fashion : — 

“When roses in the garden grew, 

And not in ribbons on a shoe ; 

Now ribbon roses take sucli place 

That garden roses want their grace.” 
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Referring to its historical lore we may no ic 
famous connection wiih^he Wars of the Roses, 
the fatal dispute in the Temple Gardens, bomer , 
on the part of Lancaster, says : 

‘‘ Let him that ia no coward, nor no flatterer, 

But <lare maintain the party of tlie iriith, 

Pluck a red rose from off tliis thorn with me. 

Warwick, on the part of York, replies : 

I love no colours, and, without all colour 
Of base insinuating flattery, 

I pluck tliis white rose with Plantagenet.' 

The white rose, however, has a very ancient inter- 
est for Englishmen, as, long before the brawl in the 
Temple Gardens, the flower had been connected 
with one of the most ancient names of England, for 
Pliny, the elder, in discussing the etymology of the 
word ‘L\lbion ” suggests that the land may have been 
so named from the white roses which abounded 
there, 

I may say here (in a parenthesis) that all sorts and 
conditions of queries come to me at McGill College 
Library, and that 1 was asked recently, where the old 
proverb, ‘‘There is no rose without a thorn might 
be found. I confess I was at fault for the moment 
the Latin, “nec rosa, sine spina, being as obscure 
in its location as the English. It set me thinking, 
and I found, at least, an early root for it in Robert 
Herrick. 

Herrick’s “ Hesperides ” appeared in 1648, — the 
original edition was dedicated to Prince Charles — 
(Herrick was a Royalist.) There is a freshness about 
his strains which carries one back to Shakespearean 
days. In his views of scenery, in his dalliance with 
flowers and love thoughts, his truthful poetry alter- 
nates between the dashing wit of the belle at the 
‘‘Mermaid,” and the bright freshness of the country. 
The following extract is from that part of the “ Hes- 
perides,” which is devoted to religious subjects : 

THE ROSE. 

“ Before Man’s fall the Rose was born 
(St. Ambrose says) without ihe thorn. 

Without the fragrant rosebud born ; 

But ne’er the rose without the thorn.” 



with strong sharp spines, as high up as they are 
within the reach of cattle; above that height the 
eaves are generally smooth, the projecting spines 
being no longer necessary. 

Robert Southey has noticed this in the following 
pretty lines ; 

“0 reader! hast thou ever stood to see 
The holly tree, 

Ihe eye that contemplates it will perceive 
Its glossy leaves, 

Order’d by an intelligence so wise 
As might confound an atheist’s sophistries. 

Below a circling fence its leaves are seen, 

VV rink led and keen ; 

No grazing cattle thr^uigh their prickly round 
. Can reach to wound ; 

But as they grow where nothing is to fear 
Smooth and unarmed ilie pointless leaves appear.*’ 

But I only find one mention of the holly in 
Shakespeare ; it appears in “As You Like It,” as a 
chorus to his well-known song, “ Blow, blow, thou 
winter wind ” : 

“Heigh-ho! sing heigh-ho ! unto the green holly. 
Most friendship IS feigning, most loving mere folly; 

1 hen heigh ho, the holly I 
This life is most jolly.’' 

The anemone, a favorite flower of early spring, is 
probably alluded to by Shakespeare twice, although 
he does not actually name it, the evidence is in favour 
of this plant. In “ Venus and Adonis ” he says : 

“ By tliis, tlie hoy that by her side lay kilPd 
Was melted like a vapour from her sight; 

And in his blood, that on the ground lay spill’d, 

A purple flower spruiiir up, chequer’d with white, 
Resembling well his pale cheeks, and the blood 
Which in round drops upon their whiteness stood.” 

It is said to have sprung from the tears that 
Venus wept over the body of Adonis : — 

“Alas, the Paphian ! fair Adonis slain 1 
Tears plenleons as his blood she pour's amain. 

But gentle flowers are born, and bloom around ; 

From every drop that falls upon the ground 
Where streams his blood, there blushing springs 

[the rose, 

And where a tear has dropped a wind-flower blows.” 



Let me add that a “rose without a thorn” was 
thought to have been found in Queen Elizabeth, for 
some silver pennies and tnree half pence pieces of 
her reign bear her e^gies with the motto : 



Rosa sine spina.” 

(The rose without a thorn.) 

I may say, too, with regard to the thorns of l 
holly. The great hollies which grow in t 
English forests bear leaves bristling with thorns 
the height of 8 or lofeet, and above this height ’i 
leaves cease to be thorny. There the plant has 
need to arm itself against enemies which cannot re- 
It. This tree, with its dazzling verdure is the 1 
ornament of the forests ; when they are despoiled 
the winter frosts, its berries serve as food for l 
birds that remain dunng the winter, and it also 
fords them a comfortable shelter amidst its folia 
As I have said, the edges of the leaves are provid 



“ According to a medived legend, the perpetual 
motion of the aspen tree dates from its having sup- 
plied the wood of the Cross, and that its leaves have 
trembled ever since at the recollection of their 
guilt; another legend tells us that the aspen was 
said to have been the tree on which Judas hanged 
himself after the betrayal of his Master, and ever 
since its leaves have trembled with shame — Shakes- 
peare twice alludes to the trembling of the aspen — in 
“ Ttfus An(/ro»icus,” Marcus exclaims : 

“ 0 I had the monster eeen those lily hands 
Tremble, like aspen leaves, upon a lute.” 

And, in the second part of Henry IV., the hostess 
say : — 

“ Feel, masters, how I shake; Yea, in 
Very truth, do 1, an’ ’twere an aspen.” 

“ Bachelor's Buttons" was a name given to 
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several flowers, and peihaps in Shakespeare’s lime 
was more loosely applied to any flower in bud; it is 
now usually understood to be a double variety of 
ranunculus; it was formeily supposed by country 
people to have some magical effect upon the 
fortunes of lovers. Hence it was customary for 
young people to carry its flowers in their pockets, 
judging of their good or bad success in proportion 
as they retained or lost their freshness. 

It is to this sort of divination that Shakespeare 
refers in “ Merry If^hes of Windsor f where he 
makes the hostess say : — 

“What say you to Young Ma?»ter Fenton? he 
Capers, he dances, he has eyes of youth, he writes 
Verses, he speaks holiday, he smells April and 
May ; lie will carry ’t, lie will carry 't ; *tis in bis 
Buttons, he will carry ’t.*' 

The term, “ to wear bachelor’s bu ttons,” seems to 
have grown into a phrase for being unmairird. 

From early times the balm, or balsam, has been 
valued for its curative properties, and as such is al- 
luded to in ""Trof/us and Cressidaf and in the 3rd 
part of Henry VL the King says : — 

My pity hath been balm to heal their wounds.” 

“ In Timon of Athens'" we have 

“ Is this th#" balsam that the usuring Senate 
Pours into Captain’s wounds? Banishment !” 

Macbeth, too, in the well-known passage intro- 
duces it : — 



“ Sleep that knits up the ravel I’d sleave of care, 

The death of each day’s life, sore labour’s bath. 

Balm of hurt minds, great nature’s second course, 
Chief nourisher in life‘8 feast.’’ 

As the " Oil of Consecration," it is spoken of by 
King Richard II., 

“ Nut all the water in the rough, rude sea 
Can wash the balm from an anointed King. 

And again in the 3rd part of King Henry VI. the 
origin of balsam was for a long time a secret but it is 
now known to have been the produce of several 
gum-bearing trees ; and now, as then, is not strictly 
confined to the produce of any one plant. 

The withering and death of the bay-iree was 
reckoned a prognostic of evil, both in ancient ai) 
modern times, a notion which is referred to m 
Richard II. 



“ Tis thought, the King is dead, we will not stay, 
The bay-trees in our country are all wither «i. 

Holinshed says in his “ Chronicles : 
yeare, in a manner throughcut all the ream 
England, old bale trees withered. 

T^e Romans called it “ the plant of the good 

It was formerly imagined that the camomile grew 
the more luxuriantly for being frequently trodden or 

pressed dow i, a notion alluded to in Htnyy » 
Part by Falstaff : — . j i 

“ For though the camomile, the more it ^ -g 
“ On ibe faster it grows, yet youth, the mo 
“ V\ asied the faster it wears.” 



A similar passage occurs in Lyly’s Euphuesf 
a book very fashionable in Shakespeare’s day. 

” The columbine ” was anciently termed a 
** thankless flower,” and was also emblematical of 
forsaken lovrrs. Oplielia alludes to it in Hamlet, 
regarding it as symbolical of ingratitude. 

The name ‘‘ crow flower,” which in Shakespeare’s 
time, was applied to the “ragged robin,” is now 
used for the buttercup. It was one of the flowers 
which Ophelia wove into her garland : — 

“TliPre with fantastic garlarvls did she come. 

Of crow flowers, nettles, daisie?*, and long purples.” 

From the earliest times the cypress has had a 
mournful history, being associated vvith funerals and 
church yards. It is styled by Spenser as “ cypress 
funereal.” Formerly, coffin > were made of cv[)ress 
wood, a practice to which Shakespeare probably 
alludes in Iwelfth Nightf where the clown says 
“in sad cypress let me be laid.” Some prefer 
understandii g cypress to mean a shroud of Cyprus 
or cypress ; — a fine, transparent stuff, similar to 
crape, but the expression ‘Maid” seems more ap* 
pHcable to a coffin than to a shroud, and it is w^orthy 
of note that the shroud is afterwards expressly men- 
tioned by itself. 

The “ daffodil ” mentioned by Shakespeare is the 
wild daffodil, which grows so abundantly in many 
parts of England. Perdita, in “ Ihe Winter's 
Talef mentions a little piece of weather lore, and 
tells us how the daffodils 

Come before the pwallow Hares, and take 
Th^ winds of March with beauty.” 

And Aulolycus, in the same play, sings thus : — ^ 

“When daffodils begin to peer. 

Why, then comes in the sweet o’ the year.” 

“Darnel” was used in Shakespeare’s day to de- 
note any hurtful weed. Newton in his “ Herbat to 
the Bible ” says that under the name of darnel 
is comprehended all noisome, vicious, and un- 
profitable graine, encumbering and hindering good 
corn.” 

Thus, Cordelia, in “ Ki 7 ty Learf says : — 

“ Darnel, and all the idle weeds that grow 
In our sustaining corn.” 

According to Gerarde, “ darnel hurteth the 
eyes, and makelh them dim, if it happen either in 
come for breade or drinke.” 



MEDICAL ANNUAL DINNER. 

The Annual Dinner of the Undergraduates of the 
Faculty of Medicine was held Friday evening, in the 
Ladies Ordinary, Windsor Hotel. This was a 
dinner long to be remembered by those who were 
present, as it was without a doubt the most suc- 
cessful function of the kind ever held at Old 
McGill. The attendance was large, over 250 
guests being present ; the menu left nothing to be 
desired, the decorations were superb. 'Ihe arms of 
McGill surmounted the entrance, while on the walls 
were ranged the colours of “’Varsity,” “Queen’s,*’ 
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“Trinity,” “Bishop” and “Laval . 

artistic and pleasing manner, which reflec e< 9 ^ 
credit on the committee in charge of the decora ^ . 
The tables were beautifully oniamenieu. 
President, Professors and distinguished gues s 
pied the head table, the committees and delegates 
the centre table, the remaining guests occupying 
tables on either side. The dinner being disposer 
of, the President, Campbell Howard, proposed tiic 
toast of “ The Queen,” which was honoured witli 
every demonstration of loyalty, the orchestra playing 
“God Save the Queen.” Mr. F. W. pro- 

posed the toast of the evening, “Old McGilh Mr. 
Crang’s speech was a veritable masterpiece, ataound- 
ing in choice oratorical figures, and characterized by 
easily delivered, gracefully turned sentences. The 
speech was as follows : — 



Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen, 

To-night I intend to pour out to you a teaspoonful 
of the past history of old McGill College, and extend 
to you a wineglassful of the present, likening her 
throughout to a fair yoiitv^ lady. 

Early in this century at the toot of the mountain 
in the City of Montreal there stood a small school- 
house; the teacher, a pretty Miss with intelligent 
look but dressed in oh 1 such a sombre garment of 
Church of England sectarianism. Her pupils were 
few in number, but the great secret of her success 
lay in the fact that what she taught she taught tho- 
roughly, what she gave she gave freely, what she 
admired she praised openly. The years rolled on, 
and this f.iir maiden became enamoured of one 
Will'am Dawson, originally from Nova Scotia, but 
at that time Fellow of the Geological Society of 
London, England. And, as I said before, what she 
admired she praised openly, therefore in the natural 
course of events letters passed between them, and 
oh such letters, replete with I beg, pray, beseech, 
desire, want you to come and live with me — for I 
live and live only 'for you. How could he refuse 
such letters. Of course Wm. Dawson came, and 
coming to Montreal he threw his loving arms 
around the fragile form of Miss McGill, and clasped 
her to his bosom in such a life-long, loving and 
tender embrace that his hold did not relax its gra«p 
until the infirmities of old age came upon him in the 
year 1894. 

He came from England with resourceful ideas at 
his command — an intellectual giant, a prodigy, a 
man of broad principles, with British bulldog tenacity 
and doggedness of purpose, and containing within 
himself that inherent power of drawing and attract- 
ing all manner of men, and as an avalanche cuts its 
way and carries everything before it, so too he, 
quickly grasping the scy the of industry, cut a wide 
swath, and laid low the trials, tribulations and diffi- 
culties that at that time surrounded McGill College. 

Meanwhile our fair young lady continued to thrive 
and prosper, like that stereotyped old green bay 
tree. She threw aside h r sombre girment of sec- 
tarianism, and replenished herself with more re- 
splendent robes of non-sectarianism. Her sons and 
daughters increased and multiplied, and her fame 
spread abroad throughout the land, until even her 
gracious Majesty the Queen stretched forth her hand 



m the year 1883 and crowned her husband’s head 
with knighthood. 

Now she arose in her own true glory and splendor 
of womanhood and shone forth. Her vvhole soul 
drank deeply of the passion to give 'forth new life, 
and stretching forth her non-magnelic hands she 
drew men to pay her homage from Esquimault on 
the West to Halifax on the East, from sunny South 
to icy North, and almost, you might say, from the 
uninhabited part of the earth. 

But this is past. Let us now build her into the 
living monument as she appears to us to-day. 
Built on a rock bottom foundation of Church of 
Knglandism, on top of this a concrete footing of 
Methodism, on top of this a dimension stone-footing 
rif Presbyterianism, and above this a plinth course of 
Congregationalism, buttressed on four sides by Arts, 
Medicine, Law and Science, surmounted on top by 
a marble slab of honesty and integrity of purpose, 
she stands to-day pedestalled on high a living monu- 
ment, progressive, prolific and projectile. 

That broad gold band on the third finger of her 
left, hand denotes her second matrimonial alliance 
with a man whose name I am proud to mention — a 
man of whom to-day McGill is proud — and espe- 
cially is the Faculty of Medicine — a man in fact of 
whom the whole country is proud, and one who is 
fast endearing himself to the people of Montreal, 
and is entwining himself into the hearts, minds, 
lives,and aff.ciions of the student body of McGill 
generally, and that is our worthy Principal, Dr. 
Peterson. 

On the next finger she wears a ring of pearls, 
quiet gems, denoting her meek, modest, mild- 
mannered, smooth-tongued men of the ministry. 

On the same finger she we^rs a ring of rubies, 
denoting her thin, thoughtful, broad browed, intel- 
lectually stooped looking men of Arts, those men, 
gentlemen, that will invariably persist in vi’earing 
gowns when they get in a rumpus with the medical 
students.

Her bracelet is studded with brilliants, brilliants 
denoting her lawyers, her lawyers that scintillate like 
sparks from a blacksmith’s anvil around our bars — 
of Justice. 

Observe that diamond necklace, how it shines and 
sparkles, glitters and glimmers. You can’t hide that 
light under a bushel. That denotes her medical men, 
such sparkling gems, such brilliant gems, such 
“ gems of purest ray serene,” those gems that are so 
wrapt up in the art, mystery and science of their 
own avocation that they are able to go and see a 
patient, study his character, prescribe some elixir of 
life, and send him on his way rejoicing in 24 hours. 
Those gems that are courted, loved and admired by 
all of the fair sex, and moreover those gems which, 
if you will only look around this vast assembly room 
to-night, you will agree with me when saying that 
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they are capable of shining with even more dazzling 
brilliancy by night than by day. Those large gems 
in the necklace denote the professoriate. Those 

gems that absorb the latest ideas — digest them 

eiminate the toxines and give them oat to the 
student bodies as new food stuffs. 

No wonder they say What is the matter with 
Medicine?” She’s all right.” Of course she’s all 
right; her jewels are guarded during the day by our 
Biitish bulldog, who sits in his little dog-house and 
there sorts his dog biscuits, to wit: our juvenile 
acquaintance, Cook.” 

Her nostrils breath forth the breath of life, and 
her deep blue eyes are capable of foreseeing the 
needs of a nation. She look‘d down over the McGill 
arena, where she sees her lithesome sons contest for 
supremacy with ’Varsity, Queen’s, Lennoxville and 
other colleges.

THE ANNUAL MEETING OF THE McGILL 
FOOTBALL CLUB. 

The Football Club held its annual meeting on 
Friday, the 7U1 of December, in the old Chcimstry 
Room, the attendance being rather small on account 
of other University affairs being on for the same 
evening. Mr. Cam|)brll Howard, Med ’01, Presi- 
dent of the Club, presided, and, after the usual pre- 
liminaries, called upon ihe .'secretary -,o read the m n- 
utes of the last meeting. In the ab-,ence of Mr 
Patch, the nmuues were read bv Mr. Johnson, .Med 
’02, who was appointed acting-secretary for the 
evening. After the miuuies had been read and ap- 
proved, the meeting prociedcd to the business of the 
evening— the receiving of the Secretary’s and Trea- 



surer’s reports and the elecion of officers for t’ffe 
ensiling year. The Secretary's report was very ex- 
haustive and interesting, and frrthe benefit of th ise 
whn were unable to attend the meeting, we publish it 
verbatim : 

Mr. President and Gentlemen: — 

I have the honour to present to you the twenty- 
sixth annu il report of the Secretary of the McGill 
University Footbal' Club. 

li niav be staled without any exaggeration what 
ev.-r that the oast season has been one of the most 
successful the Club has ever experienced. Certainly, 
never before has McGill figured so cieditably and 
honourably on the football fields as this year, thanks 
to the work of the three teams who have represented 
her this season. 
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Two championships have been gained outright, 
n d but for certain untoward circumstances, ihe cup 
which represents a third would be resting with us. 
Seventeen matches in all have been played by our 
three teams, and only four of these were lost, a 
showing of which we have every reason to feel 
proud. 

The financial aspect of the season’s work is juU 
as satisfactory. Your Committee entered upon its 
work with the encumbrance of a debt of considerably 
over $250. By the generosity of the students, and 
certain of the powers that be, this was practically 
wiped out before the playing seasDii began. The 
latter has been a succession of successes. A laudable 
enthusiasm among the students, the general favour 
which the good and successful work of our teams 
occasioned among the general public, splendid 
weather, and above all, the energetic and efficient 
management, are some of the main circumstances 
which have contributed to the season’s success, and 
have enabled your treasurer to present the most 
acceptable financial statement, since McGill entered 
the Canadian Intercollegiate Rugby Football Un on, 

The third year of the Intercollegiate Union’s ex- 
istence has more than ever justified the formation of 
that body and McGill’s connection with it. McGill 
did not win the championship, but they played just 
as good football as Queen’s, who did. Breaking even 
in their home and home games with the winners, 
McGill found ’Varsity in a much stronger condition 
tnan did Queen’s, and at a time and under circum- 
stances when ’Varsity were put upon their honour to 
win as never before. It is the loser’s privilege to 
offer excuses, and so we may be pardoned for stat- 
ing our confident belief that we would have won 
that vital final game in Toronto had certain fates 
been propitious, the fates in this case being repre- 
sented by free kicks to the opposing side, the same 
free kicks being administered with a nust disheart- 
ening frequency. 

Captain Kenny and Manager Mason started the 
season with a team which certainly did not consist of 
veterans. With a comparatively small nucleus of 
experienced players, they have developed a team 
wnich ranks with the best, and whose full develop- 
ment will only be seen next year. In vievv of its 
small losses by graduation, it promises splendid re- 
sults to the attention devoted to it by its captain and 
manager. 

Bpth Queen’s and ’Varsity were beaten on the 
campus, vve suffering like reverses away from home. 
Queen’s, by playim? a drawn game with ’Varsity in 
Toronto, gained one more point in the championship 
series than McGill, and thus obtained the coveted 
honour.

It is to be regretted that it has been found unable 
to provide any substantial reward to our three teams, 
and particularly to the second and third, who have 
won chanrpionships, as the Q. R. U. donates no 
trophies to the winners in these series. It moreover 
was^ the custom when McGill was in the Q. R. U. 
Senior ranks to give caps to first team men, but, 
since entering the C. I. R. F. U., financial circum- 
stances have^made the observance of this rule im- 
possible. It is to be hoped that you may be able to 
show your appreciation of our three teams this year 
by granting them some memento of their work, if 
only photographs or badges, if caps are out of the 
question. 

It is impossible for me to close without adding a 
special word of testimonial to Messrs. Kenny and 
Mason, who have worked so well, and, more to the 
point, so well together, in their positions of captain 
and manager respectively. Both were animated by 
the same oneness of purpose, the success of our 
teams, and both had the zeal, energy and ability to 
effect this, even at the sacrifice of College studies. 
Mr. Campbell Howard, besides presiding over our 
meetings with the utmost tact, was able to lend his 
large experience in this direction, as well as in the 
work of active coiching on the field. 

The election of the 1901 captain has already 
taken place, those of the first team playing in two or 
more league matches having this authority.

It was then moved and seconded that the report 
be adopted; the motion was carried, and the Pre- 
sident called on the Treasurer to read his report. 
Mr. Mowatt, in a clear and concise manner, ex- 
plained the financial situation of the Club, which is 
certainly most bright and promising. At the last 
general meeting there was a decifit of $282.13 — a 
slate of affairs which boded ill for the coming sea- 
son. However, the management set to work im- 
mediately, opened subscription lists, approached the 
friends of the University, and the debt was cleared 
off by the opening of the present term, the Trea- 
surer finding himself some $45.20 in on the head of 
it all. The past season has been most successful 
financially as well as in other ways, and, considering 
the heavy expenditure necessitated by long trips, it 
is a matter of no little satisfaction that the Treasurer 
is able to report a balance of $30 on the right side 
— a rather unprecedented state of affairs in McGill 
athletics. The heavy expenses of the Inter-Collegiate 
League may be illustrated by the following figures: 
'] he Queen’s game in Kingston cost the Club 
$239.45, while the ’Varsity game at Toronto cost 
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$ 39 ^* 3 S- The leceipts from the home games, how- 
ever, were very good, that with ^Varsity on Oct. 13 
netting $31190 and with Queen’s on Nov. 3, 
$ 349 - 75 * Biittania-McGill on Sept. 29 proved a 
loher owing to the bad weather, the Club being 
some $20 behind on the game, McGill- VVestmount 
on Oct. 27 brought in $32.90. 

These are some of the principal figures from a 
very excellent report. It was moved and seconded 
that, ‘‘ providing the auditors of the Grounds afid 
Athletic Committee give their approval, this meeting 
adopt the 1'reasurer’s report” — unanimously car- 
ried.

MEDICAL SOCIETY. 

The meeting of the McGill Medical Society was 
held Friday evening in Lecture Room No. III., Presi- 
dent Taylor in the chair. On account of the inter- 
est in the subject to be debated, there was the largest 
attendance in the history of the Society, the other 
Faculties being well represented. Prof. Blackader, 
Prof, .\dami and Dr. Lafleur were to act as jud 
ges, but. Professor Blackader being detained. Dr 
Halsey took his place, and, Dr. Lafleur being absent 
his’- place «as supplied by Dr. Finley. The pro 
gramme was opened with music by Messrs. Dalton 
and Robideau, which was heartily encored. 1 he 
debate of the evening was, — “ Resolved, That alcohol 
act as a food in the treatment of disease,” and was 
opened by J. A. Ward, ’oi, leader of the affirmative. 
He held the undivided attention of the audience for 
over twenty minutes, devoting most of Ids time to 
clinical evidence. Mr. C. J. Stewart, ’or, then took 
the floor and called forth incessant outbursts of 
applause by his professional mode of address and his 
blackboard demonstrations of the metabolic process- 
es of the body cells. He gave his attentiori to ert 
ticism of the former speaker and establishing what 
the food was, dwelling particularly on the point that a 
food must be assimilable. 1 he authorities which he 

brought to the support of his statements in the form 
of ponderous volume on the subject seemed to leave 
a profound impression on the members of the Society. 
After an address of twent\-five minutes he was 
followed by Mr. L. F. Robertson, B.A., ’or, for the 
affirmative. During an address of twenty minutis 
he brought forward a great deal of experimenta 
evidence, dwelling particularly on the recent experi- 
ments of A. O. Atwater. 

Mr H. M. Collison followed on the negative 



side of the question, trying to prove from th^ Let 
that alcohol was oxidized in the blood, and did not 
reach the cells of the body ; it followed that alcohol 
could not be a food. He also slated that the heat 
lost by the dilatation of the cutaneous blood ves- 
sels was greater than that produced by the oxida- 
tion of the alcohol. He held the attention of those 
present for about thirty minutes. 

Mr. Ward then gave the rebuttal for the affirm- 
ative, after which the debate was declared closed, 
and the juf^ges retired for deliberation. P/ofessor 
Mills being discovered among the students near the 
back, responded to their clamors by a short address. 
During the deliberations of the judges, Mr. Lunney 
entertained the m mbers of the Society with a suiu. 
Professor Adami then announced the decision of 
the judges to be in favor of the affirmative, summing 
up the arguments on both sides. Remarks were 
then made on the debate by Dr, Finley, who compli- 
mented the negative side in their plucky fi^ht. He 
was followed by Dr. Halsey and Prof. B'ackader, wlio 
had come in during the course of the evening. All 
dwelt on the high merits of the debate. Dr. Adamj 
then moved a vote of thanks to the debaters, second- 
ed by Dr. Blackader. Mr. Lunny, on behalf of the 
students, moved a vote of thanks to the professors 
and doctors present. The Society then adjourned 
to the hall, where refreshments were served.
